Action Follows Granting of ;

All efforts of the State

Etling had already been convict- 
ed of fraud and his penalty fixed 
at two years in the penitentiary. 
Circuit Judge Taylor granted hima 
new trial, howewer, and his de- 
cision in effect sets aside the ver- 
dict of the jury. .The State feels 
that it could not present a strong 
er case. 

Judge Taylor granted Etling a 
new trial last Friday, after he had 
been convicted May 13 of a fraud 
charge specified as altering a pub- 
lic record.

Majority Report Adopted. 

Last night’s debate was over the 
adoption of the county's majority 
report of the Gommittee on Per- 
manent Organization or the city’s 
minority report. The minority, as 
was told yesterday, favored equal 
representation of city and county 
on all committees, leaving it to the 
chairman to name the committees, 
while the majority named the com- 
mittee members with the county 
preponderant. 

City freeholders condemned the 
county group bitterly for its afti- 
tude, while county members de- 
fended themselves. The whole de- 
bate served to align the groups 
against each other, although mem- 
bers of both sides decried this- In 
the minority report of the city 
members of the Committee on Per- 
manent Organization, former Cir- 
cuit Judge Rassieur, the chairman, 
said:
